A former Secretary of War as 
well as a former President, Wil- 
tiam H. Taft is a witness in army 
matters whese word the country 
can accept as final in authority. 
The results of his inspection ot 
thirteen National Army camps, 
besides Camp Sheridan and the 
Great Lakes Nayal Station, given 
in an address before the National

Cost greatly exceeded  esti- 
mates, but Mr. Taft ‘‘eannot 
find that there is real ground 
for criticism,’’ im the cireum- 
stances. Haste was the first re- 
quisite; contractors’ profits ‘‘var- 
ied from 2 to 3 per cent.’’

Mr. Taft himself believes 
that the officers have deprived 
themselves needlessly of some 
eomforts through a mistaken idea 
of Spartan rigor. 

While the draft law ‘‘ doubtless 
needs amendments,’’ Mr. Taft’s 
general conclusion was that it 
had ‘‘vindicated itself in every 
way,’’ and that upon the whole 
‘‘we had begun the war right.”’ 
It is a conclusion with which 
fewer of ovr people will quarrel 
as every day brings fresh proof 
of the power and promptness of 
the American constitution to the 
common cause of humanity.
